As to claims 1 and 6, the prior arts of record taken alone or in combination with 
any other references fail to teach or suggest the claimed method or apparatus of 
measuring a dielectric constant of a thin film sample, comprising: measuring light that 
has transmitted through or reflected on the thin film sample following said multiple 
internal reflections; and taking a ratio of a transmission spectrum or reflection 
spectrum through or upon a combination of the thin film and a substrate to a 
transmission spectrum or reflection spectrum through or upon the substrate only as a 
relative transmittance or relative reflectance, respectively; and determining a 
complex dielectric constant of the thin film sample based upon the relative 
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transmittance or relative reflectance with respect to frequency over a range of 
frequencies.
